MUSKMELONS  or  CANTALOUPES 

(German — Melons.  Trench — Cantaloup).  One  ounce  will  plant  about  50  hills;  two  to  three  pounds  In  hills  to  acre. 


The  term  “cantaloupe”  as  applied  to  muskmelon  first  came  into 
use  through  its  being  grown  near  the  Castle  of  Cantalupo  in 
Marca  d'Ancona.  Italy.  The  term  "cantaloupe”  as  applied  to 
muskmelon  leads  to  some  confusion.  Generally  speaking  in  the 
United  States  the  term  "cantaloupe”  is  applied  to  those  musk- 
melons  which  are  adapted  to  long  distant  shipping  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  medium  size,  oblong,  heavily  netted  fruits 
with  practically  no  trace  of  lobes  or  ribs. 

In  vitamins  muskmelons  rank  equally  well  with  fresh  orange 
juice  and  pineapple  and  contain  the  same  quantities  of  vitamins 
A,  B  and  C.  The  composition  of  the  edible  flesh  of  muskmelon 
contain  an  average  of  90%  water,  6/10  of  one  per  cent  protein, 
1/5  of  one  per  cent  fat  and  about  1/10  of  one  per  cent  ash  with 
some  little  variation  in  the  per  cent  of  invert  sugars  ranging 
from  five  to  ten  per  cent — depending  on  the  degree  of  ripeness — 
possibly  a  fair  average  being  seven  per  cent.  In  calories  the 
content  is  about  twenty-eight  per  100  grams  or  125  calories  per 
pound.  There  is  also  a  trace  of  citric  acid. 

Muskmelon  cannot  be  crossed  with  any  other  of  the  Cucurbit 
family,  and  therefore.  Cucumber,  Squash,  etc.,  can  be  planted 
adjoining  without  damage. 


Culture — Thrives  best  in  light,  rich  soil.  Plant  early  in  May. 
in  hills  six  feet  apart.  Manure  in  hill  and  sow  seed  freely. 
After  danger  from  bugs  is  past  thin  to  three  plants  per  hill.

Constant  care  must  be  given,  cultivating, 
suckering,  worming,  etc.  Methods  of  curing  differ  according  to 
the  variety  and  color,  whether  to  be  sun  or  flue-cured,  etc.

It  ornaments  the 
outside  with  green,  inside  the  green  it  puts  a  layer  of  white, 
and  within  the  white  a  coat  of  red.  and  all  through  the  red  it 
scatters  seeds,  each  one  capable  of  continuing  the  work  of 
reproduction. 

What  architect  drew  the  plan?  Where  does  the  little  seed  get 
its  tremendous  strength?  How  does  it  collect  the  flavoring  ex¬ 
tract?  How  does  it  build  a  Watermelon?  Until  you  can  explain 
a  Watermelon,  do  not  be  too  sure  that  you  can  limit  the  ability 
of  the  Almighty.  Everything  that  lives,  in  like  manner  mocks 
by  its  mystery,  beauty  and  power.

A  good 
rich  loam  with  plen¬ 
ty  of  well  -  rotted 
manure  in  it,  is  the 
ideal  soil  for  rais¬ 
ing  good  plants  that 
will  produce  plenty 
of  blooms  of  good 
substance.  Consid¬ 
erable  benefit  has 
been  noted  from  the 
use  of  Innoculating 
Culture.  We  can 
supply  a  special 
culture  for  Sweet 
Peas  for  25  cts. — 
enough  for  any  or- 
Spencer  Sweet  Pea.  j  Barden.  They 

should  be  in  a  po¬ 
sition  fully  exposed  to  the  sunlight  and  air  on  both  sides  of  row. 

They  should  be  sown  as  early  in  the  season  as  the  ground  can 
be  worked,  which  is  usually  between  the  middle  of  March  and 
the  middle  of  April  in  the  latitude  of  Baltimore.  It  is  best  to 
make  a  trench  or  furrow  about  6  inches  deep,  in  the  bottom  of 
which  sow  the  seed.  Cover  with  about  an  inch  of  soil,  pressing 
it  down  firmly.  As  soon  as  they  are  above  ground  thin  out  to 
2  to  4  inches  apart;  when  planted  too  close  they  do  not  attain 
their  full  development.  They  should  be  staked  up  either  with 
branches  of  brush  or  stout  stakes  on  which  wire  netting  has 
been  fastened.  These  should  be  at  least  4  feet  high,  and  5  feet 
would  be  better.  The  flowers  should  be  cut  as  often  as  possible 
to  prevent  the  plants  from  running  to  seed,  which  would  stop 
.them  from  continuing  in  bloom.

Cultural  Directions 

Spade  or  plow  the  ground  to  a  depth  of  about  10  inches.  As 
a  fertilizer,  use  sheep  manure  and  quick-acting  bone  meal,  which 
should  be  well  mixed  with  the  soil.  When  the  soil  is  properly 
prepared,  dig  a  hole  6  inches  deep,  in  which  to  plant  the  Dahlias. 
The  bulbs  should  be  laid  down  flat  and  covered  to  a  depth  of 
4  inches.  Every  Dahlia  should  have  from  2%  to  3  feet  space 
and  at  least  4  feet  between  the  rows. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  are  a  foot  above  the  ground  they  should 
be  tied  to  a  stake. 

Keep  the  ground  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds.  An 
application  of  sheep  manure  about  every  two  weeks  will  be  of 
great  benefit. 

Never  leave  more  than  one  shoot  to  a  plant.  You  will  have 
better  plants  and  larger  flowers  if  you  will  allow  only  one  main 
shoot  to  a  plant.

STORAGE  OF  DAHLIA  ROOTS 

The  storage  of  Dahlia  Roots  over  winter  is  not  difficult  if  one 
has  a  comparatively  cool  cellar.  The  plants  should  be  cut  down 
after  the  frost  has  killed  the  tops  and  a  few  days  later,  or  at 
least  before  hard  freezing  sets  in.  the  roots  should  be  carefully 
dug,  and  after  they  are  dry,  they  should  be  packed  in  boxes  and 
completely  covered  with  peat  moss;  this  material  is  unquestion¬ 
ably  the  most  suitable  for  this  purpose,  as  it  prevents  the  roots 
from  shriveling.  The  box  containing  the  roots  should  be  stored 
in  the  coolest  part  of  the  cellar,  but  where  they  are  safe  from 
frost.
